Tur objects of this Bill are two fold: first, to 
enable the Justices of the Peace for the Town of 
Calcutta to devote a portion of thoir Municipal

Police Magistrate ; and, secondly, to provide for 
the payment, by the Municipality, of the cost 
of the Police Force maintained within the Towa 
and Port. 

The necessity for providing Funds for the sup- 
port of the Pauper Hospital in Caleutta has been 
represented by the Commissioner of Police, who 
has bad very considerable difficulty of Jute in 
keeping it up, notwithstanding the liberal ussist- 
ance he has received from the Famine Relief 
Fund, and the application of surplus Police Funda 
which happened to be available. No doubt the 
dpmands recently made have been very unusual, 
but experience has shewn thst some such provi- 
sion, aa is now proposed, is necessary for meeting 
the wants of the largely increasing population of 
Calcutta. The application of surplus Manicipal 
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Funds to such Lia ga ia, moreover, generally 
vested in Municipal Corporate bodies. 

The Government having declined to bear the 
cost of the Police Force 1n Calcutta, it becomes 
necessary to provide the Municipality with the 
means of levying the money required hy a rate 
similar to that now levied for conservancy pur-
